000 pieces of sixty yards each. 
Th 


price, of course, varies according- to tho 
season and quality of tbe article, rang 
ing, we beliovo, from eighty sen <lo\vi 
to as low as twenty-five sen per piece. 
the hitter being, we understand, tin. 
price just now, owing to the fact of tin 
season being over, for it has to read: 
America iu time to be made tip by tin- 
hat makers for the 
suumier'n trade. 


There is also an immense production in 
China of the same article, which has 
existed for many ye'nrs past; the price 
there, however, 
mostly rules consid- 


erably lower tbau there, owing to the 
cost of Chinese manufactures being gen- 
erally less thun the Japanese ask foi 
their wares. 
The Japanese plait ordi- 


narily commands a better price abroad, 
as the straw of which it is made 
brighter and whiter m color; it is also 
mostly very neatly made, owing to th 
deft lingers of tue Japanese being ad- 
mirably suited to the work. 
This in- 


dustry, which bids fair to develop into 
larger and larger proportions, i» an 
especial benefit to the farming class, th 
raw material costing nothing and the 
making of the plait furnishing occupa- 
tion to the female branches of the fam- 
ily dur.ng leisure hours and winter 
nights, when work ontsido can not b> 
followed. 
The money earned being .so 


much clear gain, it is a welcome supple- 
ment to the incomes of thousands of 
poor aud industrious families. \\e ol>- 
serve that the workers at the village of 
Omori, near Tok'o, are aboiv. hoMins;

The Mortal Remains of the Late Geu. J. 3.. 


Moore at Rest. 


Interred with Masonic and Military Hon- 


ors in Greenwood. 


The mortal remains of the late Gen. 


Jesse H. Moore arrived at the Union de- 
pot from Callao, Pern, this morning at 
four o'clock, over the I., D. & S. road, 
and wore received by friends and remov- 
ed in the Bullard hearse to the vestibule 
of the First M. E. Church, of which con- 
gregation the deceased was once a pastor. 


The 
Peruvian 
hermetically sealed 


wooden casket, genteelly polished, was 
enclosed in a heavy pine box, addressed 
simply, "H. M. Moore, Decatur, III." 
The casket was marked at the foot in 
silver letters, "J. H. M." but there were 
no handles or oi.her ornaments. This 
morning Undertaker BnJUrd placed han- 
dles on the casket and a silver plate en- 
graved as follows on the top: 


"GEN. J. H. MOOBE, 


DIED 


July lltb.isa-}." 


The casket is a new otie, the one in 


which the deceased was interred over two 
years ago having been oast aside. The 
remains are in a metallic receptacle in- 
side the casket. The receptacle was not 
opened. 


AT OBEBNWOOD. 


The arrangement yesterday was to al- 


low the body to remain nt the depot until 
10 a. m. to-day, but it was thought more 
appropriate to remove the body from the 
irain to the church and it was done. 
Shortly after 10 o'clock to-day the family

Owing to the chilliness of the day, 


many friends preferred to walk to the 
cemetery. On arriving at the Mooie lot, 
which is located near the old entrance, 
south and west of the Gov. Oglesby lot, 
Ihe Methodist Church burial service was 
read by Rev. George Stevens, pastor of 
Stapp s Chapel. The church service was 
followed by the observance of the im- 
pressive Masonic burial rites, Kev. T 1. 
Coultas, of the First Methodist Church, 
serving as chaplain for the order. Then 
the Grand Army Post squad fired a mili- 
tary salute over the grave of their lament- 
ed comrade, who was president of the 
Maoon County Veteran Association and of 
the first grand army post ever organized, 
No. 1. ot Deoatur. 


Thus were the last refpects of the liv- 


ing paid to the illustrious dead. He was 
a good citizen, a noble-hearted, patriotic 
man, a kind father and devoted husband, 
and at the risk of his life he went forth 
to battle for the preservation of the Un- 
ion. 
Finally he went to South America, 


and fell a victim to yellow fever at Oallao 
in July, two years ago. His remains now 
rest in the grave at his home and the 
home of hie fam.'ly.

'our per cent bonds, 80 that the treasury act- 
ually contains (20,389.11.

Mexican Feather Work. 


While in Mexico I tried hard to fine 


out how they made the lovely birds 01 
cards which they offered for sale on the 
street*. 
A fi\end took me to the hou.s 


ot one of these artists. It was a littl< 
hovel, where he sat on the mud llooi 
and toiled. But when he heard us com- 
ing he put away all his work and would 
not let us see it 
He was an Indian, 


with brown skin and black, straight 
hair. 
He wore ragged clothes and had 


an old blanket to keep him warm at 
night 
Poor as he was, no money 


would tempt him to show ua the secret 
process he had learned from his father, 
which had been kept in the family for 
hundreds of years. Great skill is re- 
quired to produce a perfect picture. 
First, the Indian traces on the card the 
outlines of tha body of tho bird in wax, 
just enough for tho feathers to stick to. 
Then he begins at the lower port and 
places them on, one at a time, ono 
row lapping o»er the other as a slater 
lays slates. He works very slowly and. 
patiently. Perhaps tbis is the secret of 
his perfect work, and the reason that, 
no other people have been able to equal 
him. 
Tho result is a bird that looks 


as though it might sing or fly. The 
eyes are made with smaS glass beads, 
and the biil and feet are painted so 
nicely that they appear to be part of 
tho bird. Then he paints a twig or 
branch for it to rest on, or makes one 
from a feather, and his work is done.— 
Cor. San Antonio Light. 


Abuse of Horses.

management

main serviceable until twenty-five or 
thirty years old. but a horse is usually

their horses off so unmercifully are men 
that imagine that they are treating 
their stock as well as circumstances 
will allow 
Over-feeding will impair 


the digestive organs quicker than not 
feeding enough, yet hundreds of horse 
owners persist in gorging their horses 
at the expense of their own purse, as 
well as at the expense of their horses' 
liealth.

merous to mention in detail. If you 
would have your horses to live to good 
old ago, and be as serviceable when 
they are twenty years old as when they 
ire five or ten, give them nothing but 
the best treatment.—
